\iu.-h  space  has  ^  mi  d^ottd  to 
denying  or  upholding  George  Owen's 
statement  concerning  football.  It 
is  only  fitting  and  proper  that  we, 
too,  should  at  least  mention  it.  We 
are  not,  however,  going  to  take  a 
stand  on  eithar  side.  We  are  going 
to  use  his  theme,  football,  as  a  means 
of  making  a  comparison  between  our 
life,  our  schooling,  and  football. 

Mr.  Owen  remarked  that  he  disliked 
football  because  it  has  become  the 
expression  of  man's  vicious  nature. 
This  fact  may  be  true,  but  the  more 
we  encounter  !irj  th  >  more  we  will 
meet  with  this  element  of  man's  char- 
acter. 

It  is  the  man  best  fitted  for  the 
struggle  that  succeeds.  In^  football 
the  players  arc  always  striving  to 
overcome  their  opponents  and  to  win 
their  way  to  success.  Is  not  this  ex- 
actly what  happens  in  life's  battle? 
We  are  always  trying  to  defeat  vari- 
ous enemies,  in  one  form  or  another, 
and  to  achieve  success  in  spite  of 
odds.  Indeed  it  is  a  most  striking 
truth  that  a  football  game  is  but 
life's  struggle  in   minature. 

We  remarked  before  that  it  is  the 
man  who  is  best  fitted  for  the  strug- 
gle of  life  that  succeeds.  Just  what 
does  this  statement  mean?.  It  means 
simply  this,  that  the  man  who  under- 
stands life,  who  has  been  schooled  to 
meet  its  problems,  will  succeed.  The 
place  'where  these  attributes  of  a 
successful  man  may  be  developed  is 
in  school.  In  school  we  are  trained 
to  think  in  a  logical  manner,  to  un- 
derstand life  by  studying  men  who 
have  experienced  its  bitter  trials,  and 


we  are  given  a  firm  foundation  upon 
which  to  start.  But  even  here  we 
encounter  obstacles  that  may  be  lik- 
ened to  those  in  the  path  of  success 
on  the  football  field.  Our  opponents 
in  school,  however,  are  not  living  be- 
•  but  are  the  high  ramparts  we 
must  scale  in  order  to  obtain  an  edu- 
cation. The  struggles  we  have  in 
mastering  a  lesson  thoroughly  aie 
nothing  to  the  trials  of  life  and  are 
only  a  preparation  for  what  is  to  i 
come. 

Let    us    then    master    our    studies,  j 
Only   in   this  way  may  we  make   the 
future  much  easier  and  aid  ourselves  j 
immeasurably.     Once   we   have   form-  , 
cd  the  habit  of  giving  all  that  we  have  | 
in   our  struggles,  wherever  they  may 
!   ■,    we    have    unlocked    the    gate    to 
Success.
